dentistry on Monday, March 22, 

1954, when Martin Clyde, of 
1434 Lunt Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, a 
dental technician, was convicted of vio- 
lating the Illinois Dental Practice Act 
in a trial before Judge B. E. Morgan, 
County Judge of Piatt County, sitting in 
Cook County Court. The court imposed 
a fine of $500.00 and sentenced Clyde to 
two months in the county jail. 

Mrs. Eva Mae Diggs, of 920 North 
Racine Avenue, Chicago, testified that 
on October 10, 1953 she went to Clyde’s 
laboratory, which he operates under the 
name of Tru-Tone Dental Laboratory, 
127 North Dearborn Street, Chicago, to 
have two teeth extracted. She testified 
that Clyde looked in her mouth, gave her 
an injection of some kind of medicine 
and then tried to pull one of the teeth; 
that a piece of the tooth broke off and 
Clyde told her he could not finish the 
job; that he then gave her a business 
card bearing the printed name and ad- 
dress of a dentist named Donald J. Mc- 
Daniel at 31 North State Street; that she 
went to that office, where she was treated 
by Dr. Rufus R. Beardsley, successor to 
Dr. McDaniel. 

Dr. Beardsley appeared as a witness 
and testified that Mrs. Diggs came to his 
office on October 10 in a highly nervous 
and emotional state; that he examined 
the tooth, a lower molar, and found a 
fractured crown and a portion of the 
tooth missing; and that he completed the

Jail Sentence for Lab Operator 
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extraction. Dr. Beardsley also testified 
that Mrs. Diggs showed him the business 
card which Clyde had given her. 

Clyde was charged with two violations, 
an attempted extraction and the owning, 
managing or operating of a place of busi- 
ness where dental operations are per- 
formed. The court found him guilty on 
both counts. For the attempted extrac- 
tion, the court imposed the two-month 
jail sentence and a fine of $300.00. For 
operating the business, the penalty was 
a $200.00 fine. 

Mr. Clyde’s defense consisted of his 
own denial that he was at the laboratory 
on October 10, 1953, stating that he had 
been sick for about a week prior to that 
date and also for about a week subse- 
quent thereto, and that he had not been 
at the laboratory at the time in question 
and had never seen the complaining wit- 
ness until this trial. He also denied the 
handwriting on the business card which 
Mrs. Diggs testified that Clyde gave to 
her. 

The people of Chicago, and the dental 
profession in particular, should be grate- 
ful for the manner in which Judge Mor- 
gan heard this case and for his willing- 
ness to impose an adequate penalty for 
such violations. Laboratory owners would 
be far less likely to invade the field of 
licensed dentistry if they knew that such 
practices would be dealt with in a man- 
ner similar to that followed by Judge 
Morgan in this particular instance.

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ABSTRACTS 


ERYTHROMYCIN AND 
INFECTIONS 


A current problem in the therapy of 
infectious disease is the control of infec- 
tions due to micrococcus pyogenes (staph- 
ylococcus aureus). Many strains of this 
organism have become resistant to peni- 
cillin, streptomycin, aureomycin, and 
oxytetracycline (terramycin). 

Erythromycin was used in 54 patients 
infected with strains of micrococcus pyo- 
genes that were resistant to the more 
commonly used antibiotics. 

Erythromycin is given orally if possible 
in dosage of 300 to 400 mg. at six-hour 
intervals for the average adult patient. 
Higher dosage may produce gastro-in- 
testinal irritation. 

In six of eight cases of stapyhlococcic 
speticemia, the drug was highly effective. 
In the two failures, the organism became 
rapidly resistant in vivo resulting in 
death from bacterial endocarditis. In 17 
cases of skeletal and soft tissue infections 
there was a satisfactory result. 

It was also effective in a variety of 
infections due to micrococcus pyogenes 
including meningitis and throat infec- 
tions. 

No serious toxic reactions were ob- 
served. Only rarely has a strain of pyo- 
genes been found resistant to erythromy- 
cin.—Erythromycin for Infections Due 
to Micrococcus Pyogenes, by W. E.

INTRA SEPTAL ALVEOLOGOMY 


This term describes an original tech- 
nique by the author which reduces the 
prominence of the alveolar process, pre- 
serves the periosteum intact, does not re- 
move the cortical plate and does not dis- 
turb the muscle attachments. 
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First the cuspids are removed, then 
the remaining teeth in any order. 

With the use of the rongeur, the intra- 
septal bone is removed. Then the cir- 
cumference of the labio-buccal arch is 
reduced by removing an inverted V in 
the labial plate (bone only) of the cuspid 
socket extending almost to its full length. 

Then placing the rongeur in the socket 
and using like a scissor, the intraseptal 
bone is removed near the apex of the 
socket and almost through the cortical 
plate. A thin flat chisel is then placed in 
this thin area and the cut through the 
cortical plate is completed while holding 
the finger on the mucosa as a guide. This 
is repeated completely around the arch 
leaving a labial and two buccal plates of 
cortical bone. These plates are then 
brought together by pressing lingually. 
They unite as a bone graft. 

Starting at the midline and going to 
the tuberosities and then back, the soft 

tissues are united by continuous cross su- 
tures.— By O. T. Dean. Wash. State Den- 
tal Journal, October °53.

AIRBRASIVE—AFTER 
TWO YEARS 


After two years of airbrasive, a survey 
of its acceptance would indicate that it 
is a definite part of the dental armamen- 
tarium. There are over 2,000 units in 
use and over half of the dental schools 
have given postgraduate courses. 

Patient reaction is very favorable to 
the extent that 92 per cent of those 
treated prefer future dentistry with air- 
brasive. The principal objection to dental 
help is pain and airbrasive, by eliminat- 
ing or reducing this, relieves both the 
patient and the dentist of tension and 
fatigue. 

With experience, the operator becomes 
proficient and cavities so prepared fulfill

DENTAL FOREIGN BODIES 
IN THE LUNG AND ESOPHAGUS 


Dental foreign bodies in either the lung 
or esophagus are a small but important 
part of endoscopic practice. 

These originate, according to Hagen, 
from three sources. First, a tooth, piece 
of tooth filling, piece of plaster or part 
of an instrument may slip from the grasp 
of the dentist. A second source is the pa- 
tient who permits his teeth or dentures 
to literally fall apart. And third, those 
teeth or objects lost in surgery as occurs 
in children undergoing tonsillectomy. 

If in doubt, x-rays are useful and ad- 
ministration of barium may help. 

A tooth in the bronchus will produce a 
high fever and persistent cough among 
other signs and symptoms.—Editorials:

Assistant State’s Attorney Roman 
Stachnik was in charge of the prosecu- 
tion of the case. Attorney John R. Por- 
ter of Eckert, Peterson & Lowry appeared 
in behalf of the Chicago Dental Society. 

The defendant indicated an appeal 
would be taken and the court ordered 
that a $1,000.00 bond be posted pending 
appeal. 

Mr. Clyde is one of twenty-five de- 
fendants in an injunction suit brought by 
Chicago Dental Society, and which is 
now pending before Judge Frank M. 
Padden of the Superior Court of Cook 
County. 

A word of credit is due to Dr. Rufus R. 
Beardsley, a member of Chicago Dental 
Society, who promptly reported to the 
Chicago Dental Society attorneys the in- 
formation given to him by Mrs. Diggs. 
This evidence was then turned over to 
the Department of Education and Regis- 
tration, and ultimately resulted in Mr. 
Clyde’s conviction. It is largely through 
the cooperation and alertness of the 
members of the dental profession that 
such unlawful practices can be dealt 
with effectively.
